SEATTLE. Wash., Sept. 19—The po­

product, beet 
growers 
representing 
1500 acres in this section last night be­ 
came identified with the Associated 
Beet Growers of Southern California. 
The organization is being formed for 
the purpose of co-operation among tho 
beet growers 
in 
remedying alleged 
evils existing in the big industry to­ 
day. 
About forty of the most prominent 
men of tile W estminster section were 
in attendance at the meeting held at 
the school house last night, which was 
addressed by Clyde Bishop of Santa 
Ana. 
Bishop 
talked 
straight 
from 
the 
shoulder and in his forcible way pre­ 
sented tile many advantages of the as­ 
sociation. 
“Why should the beet growers not 
have something to say with reference 
to the disposition of their products?" 
said Bishop. 
“Under tile present ar­ 
rangement, the growers accept from 
factories contracts in which they had 
nothing to say as to the price; they 
deliver their beets to dumps where 
samples are taken by men employed 
by the sugar companies, the beets are 
weighed on scales controlled absolute­ 
ly by the factories; they have no rep­ 
resentation in the laboratory 
where 
tests are made. 
Gentlemen, yours la 
practically the only industry in the 
state that is not organized, and you 
are dealing with sugar refiners who 
are closely affiliated. 
It is time you 
were waking up to your own interests 
and opportunities and joining an or­ 
ganization that is being organized in 
your Interest.” 
Bishop explained that the associa­ 
tion is getting down to business and 
is preparing a form of contract for the 
benefit of the growers and which the 
directors 
of 
the 
association think 
more equitable all the way through. 
“lf factories could pay $4.5o per ton 
for 15 per cent beets when sugar was 
selling at $4 per hundred pounds, why 
can they not pay $7 50 pei* ton under 
the minimum price of $7.25 recently 
established by Hie government?” asked 
Bishop.

Beet Sugar Producers Volun­ 
tarily Agree to Sell Crop 
at 7J/4 Cents 


With the base price of $6 per ton 
on sugar beets of 15 per cent establish­ 
ed by fcugar factories on a basis of the 
selling price of the refined product 
being 7 cents per pound, with prom­ 
ises that the base price would be in­ 
creased if the price received by the 
refiners was better than 7 cents, grow­ 
ers will probably not receive an ad­ 
vanced price, for the manufacturers 
have entered into a voluntary agree­ 
ment with the government to sell the 
1917 crop at TM cents per pound, New 
York basis. 
One of the first great accomplish­ 
ments of 
the 
Food 
Administration 
looking to a reduction in theh price 
of foodstuffs to the consumer, was 
consummated at a conference recently 
held in 
Washington, 
between 
Mr. 
Hoover and officials of the leading do­ 
mestic 
beet-sugar 
producers, 
repre­ 
senting 70 per cent of the total beet- 
sugar production of the United States. 
The conference was called at the re­ 
quest of Mr. Hoover with a view to 
securing, if possible, 
an 
agreement 
with the beet-sugar people to reduce 
their prices in the interest of the con­ 
sumer. 
After a discussion of the increased 
cost of production, including tile in­ 
creased cost of beets which iias ad­ 
vanced in common with all other farm 
crops, and the 
unprecedented 
high 
cost of labor and supplies, the repre­ 
sentatives of the bect-Hugar producers 
voluntarily entered into an agreement 
with Mr. Hoover to charge not more 
than 7^4 cents per iiound, New York 
basis, for their entire 1917 output, re­ 
gardless of the price of imported su­ 
gar and of their ability to secure high­ 
er prices; this price is to be the max­ 
imum price of beet sugar from the 
first of October until the first of .Jan­ 
uary—the months in which most of 
the domestic beet sugar is manufac­ 
tured. 
As the present New York price of 
sugar is 8^4 cents lier pound, and the 
domestic beet-sugar crop amounts to 
90(l,noo tons, this means that by this 
arrangement the consumers 
of 
the 
United States will save approximately 
$18,000,000 on their sugar bills 
this 
year, and that the domestic beet-sugar 
producers will clip that vast amount 
from profits which they might have 
secured by following the ever-ascend­ 
ing price of imported cane sugar. 
The present stocks of sugar in this 
country are at low ebb 
and 
home- 
produced beet sugar is the only sugar 
that will come onto the market In any 
quantity until the latter part,of the 
year, when the Louisiana crop will be 
harvested. 
The Cuban 
crop, 
from 
which the bulk of our foreign supply is 
obtained, will not enter our markets 
until after the first of the year, hence 
the domestic beet-sugar crop offered 
the opportunity of effecting an imme­ 
diate saving to consumer*. 
Now that the 
domestic beet-sugar 
producers have agreed to lower their 
prices. Mr. Hoover hopes to induce 
other domestic and insular sugar pro­ 
ducers to follow their patriotic action. 
He also hopes to be able to secure 
some confusions from Cuban sugar 
producfrs 
Should the result of this voluntary 
price reduction of domestic beet sugar 
result in enabling the Food Adminis­ 
tration to effect a 
like 
saving 
on 
Louisiana and insular sugars, the sav­ 
ing to the American consum er will 
amount to $40,000,000 a 
year, 
and 
double that amount lf Mr. Hoover Ands 
a way to secure a similar reduction 
on Cuban sugars. 
The loyal response of the beet-sugar 
producers to the appeal of the Food 
Administration to lower their prices, 
illustrates how much 
stronger 
thte 
country would be economically, if we 
produced all of our sugar at 
home, 
where, whether by process of law or 
from motives of patriotism, the price 
of all sugar consumed in the country 
could be kept at a reasonable rate 
and speculation barred. 
The patriotic action of the domestic 
beet-sugar producers iii doubly notice­ 
able. in that the low price fixed applies 
not solely to such sugar as the govern­ 
ment may need fpr its own use, there­ 
by leaving the producers an oppor­ 
tunity to recoup their losses at the 
expense of the consumers by charging 
them higher prices, but it applies to 
every pound of sugar produced, Irre­ 
spective of who purchases it. 
When the war broke out in Europe, 
Great Britain was securing the bolk 
or its sugar from Germany and Aus­ 
tria. Cut off from that supply, British 
buyer** entered Cuban and other trop­ 
ical sugar markets and began bidding 
against the United States for raw su­ 
gars which normally are marketed In 
this country. 
Naturally, 
with 
two 
anxious purchasers, Instead of one in­ 
different one, the price began to climb. 
Although the increase in the price of 
sugar has been leen than the tremen­ 
dous increase in the price of other 
food commodities, the Increase 
has 
been steady and no foresight could 
teH to what It would have risen, but 
the arrangement which Mr. Hoover 
s able to make with the domestic 
it-svgar producers.

The University of California Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station has is­ 
sued a bulletin on “The Fertilization 
of Citrus,” by W. P. Kelley.. 
The ar­ 
ticle follows in full: 
The fertilizers that are applied to 
the citrus groves of California differ 
widely. 
Many growers use one or 
more of the well-known 
brands 
of 
commercial 
fertilizer; 
others apply 
large amounts of dried blood, tankage, 
bone meal, or ammonium 
sulfate; 
while still others rely mainly on an­ 
imal manures, beau straw, and cover- 
crops. 
Frequently fertilizers of widely dif­ 
ferent composition are applied to ad­ 
jacent orchards of practically 
the 
same age, and on the same type of 
soil. 
Certain fertilizer materials are 
now extremely difficult to obtain, and 
practically all of them that are of 
special importance to California or­ 
chardists have markedly advanced in 
price during the past three years. 
In the use of fertilizers. California 
growers were formerly compelled to 
rely mainly on the experience of hu­ 
mid sections. 
More recently, how­ 
ever, various investigations have been 
made on this subject in California, 
the results of which supply informa­ 
tion of special interest at the pres­ 
ent time. 
In this circular, it is intended to 
point out the more important lessons 
taught by these investigations. 
It 
should be recognized, however, that 
a wide range of soil conditions are 
met with in different citrus orchards, 
and that the fertilizer needs vary con­ 
siderably. Consequently it is not pos­ 
sible at the present time to make defi­ 
nite recommendations that will apply 
with equal force to every citrus or­ 
chard. 
It is hoped, however, that the 
individual citrus grower may be able 
to apply suggestions offered below in 


I such w ay as will enable him to better 
meet the present fertilizer situation, 
i and at the same time supply the fer- 
; tilizer needs of his soil. 
Organic Matter 
The most important consideration 
in the fertilization of citrus in Call* 
(forniu relates to the organic m atter 
of the soil. The virgin soils are com- 
j monly low in organic m atter and the 
I tendency is ever tow ard the loss of 
| this constituent. 
The forces which 
j bring about decomposition of soil or­ 
ganic m atter are stimulated by the 
more favorable conditions which en­ 
sue as h result of cultivation and Ir­ 
rigation, tile tem perature and moist­ 
ure conditions are suitable for rapid 
decomposition throughout the main 
part of the year. 
Consequently, it is 
necessary to put forth special effort, 
if the organic matter is maintained. 
Suitable physical conditions in soils 
are 
of 
great 
importance, 
without 
which no amount of fertilizer or other 
soil treatm ent can be expected to pro­ 
duce maximum effects. But, the main­ 
tenance of suitable physical condi­ 
tions in a soil is more dependent on 
the presence of decaying organic m at­ 
ter than on any other factor. 
Like­ 
wise favorable chemical and active 
biological conditions in soils are vi­ 
tally dependent on the presence of 
organic matter. 
In fact, organic mat­ 
ter is the life of a soil. 
Covercrops 
As a means of supplying organic 
(matter, 
leguminous 
covercrops 
are 
' recommended. 
It is w ell known that 
legumes have the power of fixing ni- 
Itrogen from the air and thus adding 
j to the soil, but it is doubtful whether 
the value of a covercrop can be ade­ 
quately estimated by its nitrogen con- 
tent. The effects of decaying organic 
matter on the soil itself are probably 
! of as much importance as the actual 
nitrogen added from the air. 
Legum- 
■ incus (overcrops undergo rapid de* 


J composition, 
leaving the soil 
in a 
physical and chemical condition that 
is better suited to plant life. In order 
to avoid had soil conditions that may 
otherwise arise, it is recommended 
that, wherever podtdble, the covercrop 
he incorporated with the soil not later 
than the middle of March. 
A second important means of re­ 
plenishing the organic supply of soils 
is by the use of manure, and almost 
every orchardist, whether lie be a cit­ 
rus. walnut, or dec iduous fruit grower, 
should put forth increased effort to 
enlarge and conserve his supply of 
manure. 
In general the greatest value to the 
soil will result from plow ing dowfi the 
manure as soon as possible after It 
is applied, but no hard and fast rules 
(an he laid down regarding the time 
of applic ation or the amount to be sup­ 
plied. 
As a general rule, better soil 
conditions result from making the ap­ 
plication early than late in the season, 
and the amount available together 
with, Am cost will rarely permit the 
grower to use an excess. 
Ten cubic 
feet per tree may be considered to 
he a reasonable application. 
Manures 
.Manures differ widely in composi­ 
tion and in their effect on soils. The 
rates of decomposition likewise* diner 
I widely. Generally speaking, the more 
straw, sawdust, shavings, etc., a ma­ 
nure contains, the more slowly it will 
undergo decomposition, and, just as 
the case of covercrops, manures 
in 


falfa hay, but in view of the value 
and need of these materials as stock 
feed at the present time, the citrus 
growers are advised to make use of 
winter covercrops and manures In­ 
stead. 
However, bean str*w and al­ 
falfa hay are valuable materials for 
use on citrus soils. 
Their nitrogen 
content make it possible to supply a 
liberal amount of this element along 
with the organic matter, and the fact 
that these materials undergo rapid 
decomposition, insures Tppid nitrifi­ 
cation and therefore prompt availa­ 
bility. 
Nitrogen 
Among the common elements of 
fertilizers, nitrogen is by far the most 
important for the citrus soils of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Most of these soils are not­ 
ably deficient in nitrogen; the citrus 
trees require relatively large amounts 
of nitrogen and the loss of nitrogen 
through leaching Is relatively great 
All parts of the citrus tree, including 
the wood,- leaves, and fruit, contain 
considerably more nitrogen than any 
other fertilizer element and experi­ 
ments in different localities show that 
marked benefits result from application 
of nitrogenous fertilizers. 
In fact, all 
of the various lines of investigation 
and practical experience agree In giv­ 
ing special importance to the use of 
nitrogenous fertilizers on the citrus 
soils of California. 
At the present time, it appears that 
any one of a considerable range of ni­ 
trogenous materials may be used with 
fair 
assurance 
of 
success. 
Dried 
blood, 
tankage, 
whale 
meat, 
fish 
scraps, cotton seed meal, bone meal, 
the nitrogen of processed fertilizers, 
ammonium sulfate, etc., may be used 
with the assurance that the nitrogen 
will readily become available. 
Calci­ 
um nitrate may also he expected to 
give good results. 
In choosing be 
tween these materials, it should be 
borne in mind that their nitrogen con­ 
tent varies greatly, and that, as a 
general rule, their value as fertilizers 
for citrus in California is proportion­ 
ate to the nitrogen content. 
The amount of nitrogen that may 
profitably be applied will depend on 
at least three factors: 
First, 
the 
amount of growth made by the legu­ 
minous covercrop; second, the amount 
of manure or other organic nitrogen­ 
ous material that is applied; 
and 
third, the age of the trees and condi­ 
tion of the soil. In general, the larger 
the trees and the heavier the crop, 
the more nitrogen is required, but on 
the other hand, the better the growth 
of the covercrop and the heavier the 
application of manure, the less nitro­ 
genous fertilizer will be needed. 
The 
grower can best be guided in this 
m atter by the experience of the best 
growers in his community, together 
with his own local conditions. 
The nitrogen of nitrate of soda is 
also readily available, and in other 
parts of the world, this material is 
generally considered to he one of the 
most valuable sources of nitrogen, ft 
has even been used successfully in 
some localities in California. 
Never­ 
theless, the citrus grow ers of Califor­ 
nia are cautioned against its use here 
for the reason that In many cases the 
continued use of nitrate of soda has 
resulted in an increased tendency to­ 
ward mottled leaf. 
In view of this 
fact, and since other sources of nitro­ 
gen are available, caution is advised 
in the use of this material on citrus 
soils. 
Phosphoric Acid 
The second most important fertil­ 
izer constituent for the citrus snilg of 
California is phosphoric acid, hut the 
need is much less urgent than for ni­ 
trogen. 
The requirements of tile cit 


tub tree for phosphoric acid are not­ 
able, however, and many of the soils 
contain comparatively small amounts 
of it. consequently it will probably pay 
to apply limited amounts of phospho­ 
ric acid. 
Superphosphate, bone meal 
or tankage are suitable sources of this 
constituent. 
When used in intimate 
c ontact with decaying organic matter, 
rock phosphate may also be applied 
as a source of phosphoric acid. 
Potash 
Al! the information at hand points 
to the conclusion that potash can he 
eliminated, for the present at least. 
from the citrus fertilizers of Califor­ 
nia without seriously 
affecting 
the 
growth of the trees or fruit. 
Many of 
the soils have been derived from gran­ 
ite and, generally speaking, the soils 
throughout the citrus region are well 
supplied with potash. In addition, the 
effects resulting from the application 
of potash in a number of localities 
have been negligible. 
Consequently. 
it is fairly safe to conclude that the 
potash already present in most of the 
soils will become available sufficient­ 
ly fast to meet the requirem ents of 
citrus trees for a number of years at 
least, without any artificial applier 
Hon. 
This is especially true where* 
Hie soil is kept in good condition 
through tile use of covercrops or ma­ 
nure. 
I ii view of these facts, and 
since tile aniout of potash available 
for use is limited, the use of potash as 
a fertilizer is not recommended at the 
present time.

gen content of manure gives to it 
special value for California soils, but 
too much stress should not be placed 
on the analysis of manures, for it is 
beyond doubt that the effects produced 
by this material are often not propor­ 
tionate to the plant food content.
